A  FURTHER  SUPPLEMENT

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  any  manufacturer,  brewer,  dis- 
tiller or  the  like,  permitting  any  substance  to  flow  into  any 
sewer,  drain  or  inlet,  which  shall  form  a  deposit  that  tends 
to  fill  and  obstruct  said  sewer,  drain,  or  inlet,  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Section  2.  No  butcher's  offal  or  garbage,  dead  animals, 
or  obstructions  of  any  kind  whatever,  shall  be  placed, 
thrown  or  deposited  in  any  inlet  or  sewer ;  and  any  person 
so  offending,  or  causing  any  such  obstructions  or  substance 
to  be  placed  so  as  to  be  carried  into  such  inlet  or  sewer, 
shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each 
offence. 

Section  3.  Any  person  injuring,  breaking,  or  removing 
any  portion  of  any  inlet,  man-hole  or  sewer  ventilator,  or 
any  part  of  any  sewer  or  drain,  or  obstructing  the  mouth 
of  any  gewer  or  drain,  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  forty 
dollars  for  each  offence. 
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Section  4.  All  connections  witli  sewers  or  drains  for  the 
•purpose  of  carrying  off  animal  refuse  from  water  closets  or 
otherwise,  and  slops  of  kitchens,  shall  have  fixtures  for  a 
sufficiency  of  water  supply  to  be  so  applied  as  properly  to 
carry  off  such  matter,  under  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for 
each  day  the  same  are  permitted  to  remain  without  such 
water  supply. 

Section  5.  That  any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  forfeit  and  incur  the 
penalty  herein  specified  for  the  offence  committed,  to  be 
recovered  as  penalties  of  like  amount  are  by  law  recover- 
able.

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  from  and  after  May  1st, 
1867,  any  person  who  shall  be  the  owner  or  lessee  of  prem- 
ises, desiring  to  connect  with  any  of  the  sewers  in  the 
street,  shall  make  application  at  the  Department  of  Sur- 
veys, upon  a  book  prepared  for  that  purpose,  and  shall 
pay  for  such  privilege  of  connection  the  sum  of  seven 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  all  premises  not  exceeding  six- 
teen feet  in  width,  and  all  over  that  width  the  sum  of  ten 
dollars,  except  they  shall  have  paid  proportionally  for  the 
construction  of  said  sewer,  in  which  case  the  sum  of  three 
dollars  shall  be  paid. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor,  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  May,  1867,  to 
appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  Select 
Council,  a  competent  person  in  each  Survey  District  (who 
shall  give  bonds  in  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties)  to  mnke  so  much  of  the  connec- 
tions with  the  sewers  as  may  be  within  the  street  lines, 
the  same  to  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Survey 
Department,  and  the  expenses  thereof  (excepting  the  re- 
paving)  to  be  defrayed  by  the  person  to  whom  the  privilege 
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is  granted.  The  charges  to  he  made  bj  the  respective  per- 
sons so  appointed  for  their  services  shall  be  uniform,  and 
shall  be  established  by  Ordinance  of  Councils. 

Sec.  3.  After  the  connection  with  the  sewer  is  made,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  of  Highways,  upon 
the  written  order  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  to 
repave  the  street. 

Sec.  4.  When  privilege  is  granted  to  connect  with  any 
sewer,  the  Department  of  Surveys  is  hereby  authorized  to 
issue  a  license  in  the  following  form,  as  near  as  may  be : 

SEWER   LICENSE. 

Whereas  [here  insert  the  name  of  the  applicant]  has 
applied  at  the  Survey  Department  to  make  a  connection 
with  the  sewer  located  in  [here  insert  the  name]  street, 
from  his  premises  [here  insert  the  number,  or  a  brief  de- 
scription of  the  premises],  and  has  paid  for  the  use  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  to  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
the  sum  of  dollars  for  said  privilege :    Now 

this  is  to  certify,  that  the  said  [here  insert  the  name  of  the 
applicant]  is  permitted  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to 
make  the  connection  from  the  said  sewer  to  the  street  line, 
according  to  said  application  ;  the  same  to  be  made  by 
[here  insert  the  name  of  the  proper  person  to  make  the 
connection],  of  the  [here  insert  the  number]  Survey  Dis- 
trict. 

The  said  licensee  to  pay  the  expenses  thereof  to  said 
[here  insert  the  name  of  the  person  appointed  by  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  Surveyor.]  This  license  to  be  revocable  at 
the  option  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  [Signed  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor.] 

Sec.  5.  That  no  dwelling-house,  store,  or  other  building 
shall  be  erected  or  altered  on  any  street  or  alley  in  which 
there  is  a  sewer,  without  providing  an  under-ground  con- 
nection by  drain  pipes  with  the  sewer,  for  carrying  off  all 
drainage  that  would  otherwise  flow  over  the  footway;  and 
in  all  cases  where  there  are  gutters  now  over  the  footway, 
which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
approved  by  the  Committee  on  Surveys  and  Eegulations, 
are  objectionable,  and  are  situated  upon  a  street  where 
there  is  a  sewer,  or  where,  in  the  erection  of  new  buildings 
after  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance,  the  directions  herein 
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specified  have  been  disregarded,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  given  written  notice  to  the 
owner  or  occupants  of  the  premises,  to  connect  with  the 
sewer  by  underground  drainage ;  and  in  case  of  non-com- 
pliance with  said  notice  for  the  space  of  ninety  days 
after  the  service  thereof  upon  the  owner  or  occupant,  there 
shall  be  incurred  by  said  owner  the  penalty  of  thirty  dollars 
for  each  month  of  failure. 

Sec.  6.  No  license  shall  be  hereafter  granted  to  make 
connection  with  a  sewer  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the 
overflow  of  a  privy  well,  or  carrying  off  water  or  fluid  that 
will  deposit  sediment  or  obstruction  in  the  sewer,  and  all 
such  sewer  connections  now  existing,  when  complained  of 
by  a  citizen  and  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Surveys 
and  Eegulations,  shall  be  cut  off  by  the  Chief  Commissioner 
of  Highways  within  thirty  days  after  written  notice  so  to 
do,  has  been  served  (by  order  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor)  upon  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the  premises 
drained. 

Sec.  7.  'That  in  all  cases  where  the  connection  is  for  the 
purpose  of  conveying  to  the  sewer  such  drainage  as  would 
otherwise  be  permitted  to  flow  across  the  footway,  the 
license  must  be  taken  out  in  manner  herein  specified ;  but 
no  charge  shall  be  made  therefor,  other  than  the  sum  of 
three  dollars  for  repaving  the  carriage  way. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Passenger  Eailway 
Company  occupying  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
whenever  the  track  may  be  over  a  sewer,  to  make  at  their 
own  expense  a  connection  between  the  horse-path  of  their 
track  and  the  underlaying  sewer,  at  such  points  and  in  such 
manner  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor;  and  upon  the  failure  so  to  do  within  thirty  days 
after  written  notice  has  been  given  them  by  said  Chief 
Engineer  and  Surveyor,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highways  to  have  the  same  done,  and  the 
cost  thereof  to  be  collected  from  the  Railway  Company,  as 
directed  in  section  10  of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  9.  That  if  a  connection  with  any  sewer  is  made  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  or  it  shall  be 
used  for  purposes  not  specified  in  license,  there  shall  be  in- 
curred by  the  person  so  using  said  sewer  or  making  said 
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connection  improperly,  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars,  and 
connection  shall  be  severed. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Solicitor  to 
•prosecute  for  all  penalties  incurred  under  this  Ordinanee, 
upon  the  direction  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Sec.  11.  The  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  shall  pay 
weekly  into  the  City  Treasury  all  moneys  received  by  him

A  FUETHER  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  Act  to  Incorporate  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  Gom7nonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  Creneral 
Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
same,  That  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  shall  fix  the  rate  and  levy  all  the  taxes  now- 
authorized  by  law  within  the  limits  of  the  said  city  and 
county,  upon  the  assessed  value  of  the  real  and  personal 
property,  in  such  sum  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  meet  all  the 
expenses  (including  interest  on  funded  debt)  of  the  City  or 
Government  for  the  year  for  which  the  same  shall  have 
been  levied. 

Sec.  2.  That  no  salary  of  any  officer  elected  or  to  be 
elected  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  to  which 
this  is  supplemental,  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  said 
City,  or  of  any  of  the  Officers,  Heads  of  Departments,  or 
employes  of  the  City,  shall  be  increased  by  any  Ordinance 
or  Ordinances,  to  take  effect  during  the  time  for  which  he 
shall  have  been  elected,  appointed  or  employed. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  Councils  at 
any  time  to  pass  an  Ordinance,  or  by  other  means  provide 
for  the  payment  of  any  money  or  compensation  for  extra 
service  rendered  by  any  of  the  City  Officers  (whether 
elective  or  appointed)  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

Sec.  4.  That  no  person  holding  any  office  of  trust,  profit 
or  emolument  under  the  City  government,  or  in  any  de- 
partment thereof,  or  in  the  Gas  Trust,  or  in  any  other  trust 
in  which  the  said  City  or  the  Councils  have  an  interest,  or 
over  which  the  said  Councils  exercise  a  control  or  super- 
vision, shall  be  eligible  as  a  member  of  Councils,  nor  shall 
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any  member  or  members  of  Councils  be  eligible  to  any 
such  office,  trust  or  appointment :  Provided,  That  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  apply  to  Directors  or  Controllers 
of  the  Public  Schools. 

Sec.  5.  That  each  member  of  the  City  Councils  shall  be 
sworn  or  affirmed  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  and  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  ;  that  he 
will  not  during  his  term  of  office  accept  or  receive  any 
gratuity,  gift,  money,  property,  compensation,  commission 
or  profit  whatever  for  his  services,  either  as  a  Councilman 
or  as  a  member  of  any  Committee  thereof;  and  that  he  will 
not  be  interested  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  sale  to  or 
contract  for  supplying  the  City  with  work,  labor  or  mer- 
chandise of  any  kind,  or  in  any  contract  or  contracts  in 
which  the  said  City  may  be  a  party,  and  in  all  respects  to 
discharge  his  duties  with  fidelity  :  the  said  oath  to  be  ad- 
ministered by  the  presiding  officer  of  each  branch  of  the 
said  City  Councils. 

Sec.  6.  That  all  officers  elected  by  Councils,  heads  of 
departments  and  clerks  therein,  shall,  before  entering  upon 
their  duties,  subscribe  to  an  oath  or  affirmation  before  the 
Mayor,  that  he  or  they  will  not,  at  any  time  during  his  or 
their  term  of  office  or  appointment,  be  directly  or  indirectly 
interested  in  any  sale  or  contract  for  supplies  to  be  fur- 
nished to  said  City,  or  to  any  department  or  trust  under 
the  control  or  supervision  of  Councils,  or  receive  any  gra- 
tuity, money  or  property  whatsoever  by  reason  of  such 
sale  or  contract,  or  take  any  fee  beyond  that  prescribed  by 
law. 

Sec.  7.  That  no  member  of  the  Legislature  or  officer 
thereof  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  under  the  City  gov- 
ernment, to  any  department  thereof,  or  any  appointment 
therein  or  connected  therewith. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  Presidents  of  Select  and  Common 
Councils,  or  either  of  them,  or  the  Chairman  of  any  special 
or  joint  Committee  appointed  by  them,  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  issue  subpoenas  for  witnesses,  and 
require  the  production  for  inspection  and  examination  of 
any  books,  papers,  documents  and  vouchers,  to  examine 
said  witnesses  under  oath  or  affirmation,  and  in  case  of  re- 
fusal or  neglect  on  the  part  of  any  witness  or  witnesses  to 
appear  upon  the  service  of  any  such  subpoena,  the  Court 
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of  Common  Pleas  of  Philadelphia  County  shall,  upon  proof 
of  such  service,  issue  an  attachment  compelling  the  ap- 
pearance of  such  witness  or  witnesses.  When  any  witness 
or  witnesses  shall  appear,  but  refuse  to  testify  before  the 
said  President  or  Chairman  of  Committees,  or  either  or  any 
of  them,  he  or  they  shall  report  the  same  to  the  said  Court 
of  Common  Pleas,  whereupon  the  said.  Court  shall  commit 
the  said  witness  or  witnesses  for  contempt,  and  impose  such 
fine  as  in  its  discretion  shall  seem  meet. 

Sec.  9.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  member  of 
said  Councils  to  enter  into  any  contract,  either  in  his  own 
name,  or  in  the  name  of  any  other  person  in  his  service  or 
interest,  for  the  construction  of  any  building,  school-house, 
bridge,  sewer,  or  other  structure,  or  for  the  furnishing  of 
supplies  or  material  of  any  kind  whatsoever  to  the  said 
City,  or  any  department  thereof,  or  to  the  Gas  Trust.

the  dam  at  Flat  Rock  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  any  car- 
rion or  carcass  of  any  dead  horse  or  other  animal,  or  any 
excrement  or  filth  from  any  slaughter-house,  vault,  well, 
sink,  culvert,  privy  or  necessary,  any  offal  or  putrid  or 
noxious  matter  from  any  dye-house,  still-house,  tanyavd, 
or  manufactory  or  mill,  any  refuse  from  any  coal-oil  re- 
finery, gas  works,  or  any  other  noxious  matter  or  liquid 
whatever  calculated  to  render  the  water  of  said  river  im- 
pure, every  such  person  or  j)ersons  shall  for  each  and  every 
such  offence  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars  or  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  ;  and  the

Whereas  the  present  crowded  condition  of  the  Philadel- 
phia County  Prison  has  compelled  the  placing  of  three  or 
more  prisoners  in  cells  originally  constructed  for  but  one 
person,  thus  not  only  abandoning  the  system  of  separate 
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and  solitary  confinement  established  by  the  Legislature 
and  known  as  the  Pennsylvania  system,  but  sacrificing  the 
hi  alth  of  the  inmates,  and  threatening  continually  the  de- 
velopment of  some  epidemic  ;  and 

Wlieiras,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Prison  In- 
spectors and  of  the  Councils  of  the  City,  the  lot  of  ground 
known  as  the  Parade  Ground,  from  its  location  immediately 
in  the  rear  of  the  County  Prison,  and  from  its  distance  from 
present  improvements,  affords  the  best  and  cheapest  site 
for  the  much-needed  House  of  Correction,  or  for  the  exten- 
sion of  the  County  Prison,  with  the  additional  advantage 
that  when  these,  or  either  of  them,  shall  be  completed,  the 
control  of  them  can  be  placed  in  charge  of  those  now 
managing  the  County  Prison,  with  but  slight  increase  of 
cost  for  attendance :  therefore

also  to  preserve  the  proper  relation  between  the  share, 
capital  and  debts  of  the  Company,  the  following  financial 
programme  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  adopted  : — 

First.  That  the  bonds  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company  secured  by  the  first  and  second  mortgages,  and 
those  due  the  Commonwealth,  issued  for  the  purchase  of 
the  Main  Line  of  Public  Works,  and  other  indebtedness, 
be  paid  out  of  the  proceeds  of,  or  be  retired  by,  bonds  to 
be  secured  by  a  consolidated  mortgage  upon  the  whole  or 
such  portion  of  the  line  from  Philadelphia  to  Pittsburg, 
with  its  equipment,  and  for  such  amount  as  the  President 
and  Board  of  Directors  may  determine ;  and  the  issue  of 
the  bonds  secured  thereby  shall  at  no  time  exceed  the 
capital  stock,  as  the  same  may  from  time  to  time  be  in- 
creased.

Directinc-  a,  petition  to  be  filed  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  ask-ins;  for  the 
appointment  of  a  jury  to  A'alue  certain  lands  proposed  to  be  taken  for 
national  uses. 

Whereas  the  United  States  did,  by  act  of  Congress  en- 
titled "  An  Act  to  authorize  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to 
accept  League  Island  in  the  Delaware  river  for  naval 
purposes,  and  to  dispense  with  and  dispose  of  the  site  of 
the  existing  yard  at  Philadelphia,"  approved  February 
18,  1867,  authorize  "  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  re- 
ceive and  accept  from  the  city  authorities  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  the  title  to  League  Island,  in  the  Delaware 
river  and  adjacent  marsh  land,  including  the  whole  of  the 
creek  known  as  the  Back  Channel,  from  the  Schuylkill  to 
the  river  Delaware,  and  all  the  riparian  rights  and  privileges 
of  said  League  Island,  adjacent  marsh,  and  Back  Channel, 
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together  with  so  much  of  the  opposite  shore  of  the  Back 
Channel  from  League  Island  shore  as  shall,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  be  ample  to  enable  the  Gov- 
ernment to  have  the  sole  and  exclusive  use  of  said  Back 
Channel  and  both  shores  thereof,  the  said  island  and  appur- 
tenances to  be  held  for  naval  purposes  by  the  Government 
of  the  United  States :  Provided,  that  the  aforesaid  lands 
and  property  shall  not  be  received  or  accepted  until  the 
title  to  the  whole  of  the  same,  as  herein  described,  is  com- 
plete and  indefeasible,  nor  unless  the  acceptance  thereof 
shall  be  recommended  by  a  board  of  officers  to  be  appointed 
by  the  President ;" 

And  ivhereas  the  President  of  the  United  States,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act,  did  appoint 
as  said  Board  Rear- Admiral  Charles  H,  Davis,  Brevet-Major- 
General  A.  A.  Humphreys,  Commodore  James  Alden,  Prof. 
J.  E.  Hilgard,  U.  S.  Coast  Survey,  and  Chief  Engineer  J. 
W.  King,  U.  S.  N. ;  and  said  Board  did,  on  April  11,  1867, 
recommend  the  acceptance  of  the  above-described  property 
from  the  City  of  Philadelphia  by  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment for  naval  purposes ; 

And  ivhereas,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
above  Act,  the  Honorable  Gideon  Welles,  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  has  declared  and  designated  the  hereinafter  described 
property  as  "ample  to  enable  the  government  to  have  the 
sole  and  exclusive  use  of  said  Back  Channel  and  both 
shores  thereof,"  and  on  the  part  of  and  in  name  of  the  Navy 
Department,  declared  that  the  United  States  Government 
were  "  prepared  to  accept  the  title  "  to  the  above-described 
property ; 

And  whereas  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania,  by  an  Act  entitled  "  A  Supplement  to  an 
Act  ceding  to  the  United  States  of  America  the  right  of 
exclusive  legislation  over  League  Island  in  the  Delaware 
river,  in  the  County  of  Philadelphia,"  approved  April  4, 
1866,  did  enact,  "That  in  case  private  agreement  for  the 
purchase  shall  fail  to  be  effected  with  the  owners  of  any 
land,  on  just  and  full  compensation  to  them  or  any  of  them 
for  the  property  so  to  be  taken  for  national  uses  by  this 
Act,  or  the  Act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  of  the  County  of  Philadelphia,  on  applica- 
tion thereto,  by  petition  on  the  part  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
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delphia,  or  other  purchaser,  for  the  uses  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned, shall  appoint  seven  discreet  and  disinterested  resi- 
dent freeholders  of  said  City,  in  the  manner  provided  by 
the  11th  section  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  this  Common- 
wealth, entitled  An  Act  regulating  Eailroad  Companies, 
approved  the  19th  day  of  February,  1849,  who  shall 
in  like  manner  estimate  and  determine  the  fair  value 
of  the  land  so  proposed  to  be  taken  for  national  uses, 
and  shall  designate  the  owners  thereof,  so  far  as  the 
same  can  be  by  them  reasonably  ascertained,  and  shall 
report  the  same  to  the  said  Court;" 

And  whereas  the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
did,  by  resolution  approved  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  June, 
1867,  entitled  "  A  Eesolution  authorizing  negotiations  for 
the  purchase  of  certain  land  fronting  on  the  League  Island 
Back  Channel,"  authorize  the  Mayor  of  said  City  with  the 
Joint  Special  Committee  on  League  Island  of  said  Councils 
"to  enter  into  negotiations  for  the  purchase,  by  private 
agreement  with  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  of  so  much 
of  the  land  situate  on  the  northerly  shore  of  the  inland 
Back  Channel  separatmg  League  Island  from  the  main  land, 
as  may  be  required  by  the  United  States  Government  for 
the  purposes  of  a  naval  station ;" 

And  ivhereas  the  Mayor,  in  pursuance  of  the  authority 
therein  vested  in  him,  did  endeavor  to  enter  into  negotia- 
tions by  private  agreement  with  the  owners  of  the  said 
various  parcels  of  land,  and  has  failed  to  secure  the  same 
by  purchase:  Now,  therefore, 

Sectlon  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That,  in  pursuance  of  the  authority 
and  powers  granted  by  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  approved  the  4th 
day  of  April,  A.  D.  1866,  and  above  particularly  recited, 
application  shall  be  made  by  petition  to  the  Court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas  of  the  County  of  Philadelphia  on  behalf  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  as  purchaser  of  the  lands  herein-^ 
after  particularly  described,  for  the  purpose  of  presenting 
the  same  to  the  United  States  of  America  for  national  uses, 
for  the  appointment  of  seven  discreet  and  disinterested 
resident  freeholders  of  the  said  City,  in  the  manner  pro-

For  the  Department  of  Fire,  the  sum  of  two 
cents.

From  Item  34,  fuel,  the  sum  of  four  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred dollars,  to  the  following  Items,  viz. :  To  Item  6,  market- 
ing for  hospital  and  nurses'  tables,  the  sum  of  thirteen  hun- 
dred dollars  ;  to  Item  57,  straw  and  feed  for  horses  and  cows, 
and  for  purchase  of  milk,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ; 
to  Item  60,  iron  and  blacksmith  work,  the  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred dollars ;  to  Item  63,  incidental  expenses  of  farm  and 
Blockley  Estate,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars;

AN   ORDINANCE 


To  carry  into  effect  an  Act  of  Assembly  to  authorize  the  appointment  of  an 
Inspector  of  Stationary  Steam-Engines  and  Steam-Boilers  in  and  for  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  approved  the  seventh  day  of  May,  IBOi,  and  to  estab- 
lish Rules  and  Regulations  as  empowered  by  said  Act. 

The  Inspector. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  there  shall  be  an  Inspector 
of  Steam-En.^ines  and  Boilers  in  and  for  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, who  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Mayor  and  con- 
firmed by  Select  Council. 
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The  Mayor  shall  appoint  an  Advisory  Commission,  con- 
sisting of  five  persons,  either  practically  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  of  steam-engines  and  boilers  or  scientific  ex- 
perts familiar  with  their  management,  who  shall  give  their 
written  consent  to  serve  on  such  Commission  without  com- 
pensation, and  perform  the  duties  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Whenever  the  Mayor  shall  have  appointed  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  said  Commission  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  call 
them  together  at  such  time  and  place  as  he  may  select,  for 
the  purpose  of  organization,  and  the  adoption  of  such  by- 
laws as  to  them  may  seem  useful. 

The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  have  suitable  accom- 
modations provided  for  the  use  of  said  Commission  and  to 
furnish  them  with  the  requisite  stationery. 

To  this  Commission  the  Mayor  shall  refer  for  examina- 
tion, such  person  or  persons  as  he  may  consider  suitable 
candidates  for  the  office  of  Inspector  of  Steam-Engines  and 
Boilers,  and  the  said  Commission  shall  inquire  into  the 
qualifications  of  such  candidate  or  candidates  without  un- 
necessary delay,  and  report  the  result  thereof  to  the  Mayor. 

In  case  the  Commission  shall  not  report  upon  said  can- 
didate or  candidates  within  thirty  days  from  the  time  they 
have  received  notice  of  reference,  or  shall  not  have  reported 
satisfactory  reasons  for  longer  delay,  the  Mayor  may  dis- 
charge said  Commission  and  appoint  another  in  its  place. 

No  appointment  of  Inspector  shall  be  confirmed  by 
Select  Council  until  the  nominee  shall  have  been  reported 
by  the  aforesaid  Commission  as  qualified  for  the  position. 

Whenever  an  appointment  of  Inspector  shall  have  been 
confirmed  by  Select  Council  the  duties  of  the  Advisory 
Commission  shall  cease  and  determine,  and  all  books, 
papers  and  records  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Mayor's  GiSce 
for  the  use  of  any  subsequent  Commission. 

Qualifications  of  tlie  Inspector. 

Sec.  2.  The  Inspector  shall  be  a  person  who  has  had 
practice  in  the  construction  of  steam-engines  and  boilers, 
and  who  possesses  such  knowledge  of  bracing  and  thick- 
ness of  iron  to  safely  withstand  given  pressures,  and  of  the 
general  designing  of  steam-boilers,  together  with  experience 
in  their  management,  as  will  enable  him  to  fulfil  the  duties 
of  the  position. 
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Duration  in  Office  of  the  Inspector. 

Sec.  3.  The  Inspector  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  herein- 
after directed  to  be  performed  by  him,  on  the  first  Monday 
of  July  annually,  and  shall  hold  until  his  successor  shall 
be  duly  qualified.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  he  shall  give  bonds  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars, with  security  to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor,  for  the 
faithful  ^performance  of  his  duties. 

Appointment  of  Assistant    Inspectors.     Their   Duration  in 
Office^  Removal,  &c. 

Sec,  4.  There  shall  be  three  persons,  skilful  and  com- 
petent, appointed  by  the  Inspector  with  the  approval  of 
the  Mayor  to  act  as  A.ssistant  Inspectors  ;  and  the  said 
Assistant  Inspectors  shall  enter  upon  the  performance  of 
their  duties  immediately  upon  such  approval,  and  hold 
until  the  termination  of  the  time  of  holding  of  the  Inspector 
appointing  them,  or  until  their  successors  be  appointed, 
unless  suspended  by  said  Inspector,  and.  with  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor,  removed  :  and  no  suspension  or  removal  shall 
be  made  except  for  cause.  Such  Inspector  and  Assistant 
Inspectors  shall  be  first  duly  sworn  or  affirmed,  that  the}^ 
will  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices, 
and  that  they  will  not  accept  any  money,  gift,  gratuity  or 
consideration  whatever  from  any  person  or  persons  whom- 
soever, during  their  term  of  office. 

Providing  Suhordinate  Officers. 

Sec.  5.  The  Inspector  shall  employ  one  Clerk,  who  shall 
also  be  a  draughtsman,  and  one  person  to  act  as  Messenger 
to  his  office. 

Providing  Office  Rooms. 

Sec.  6.  There  shall  be  provided  and  allotted  to  the  In- 
spector by  the  Committee  of  Councils  on  City  Property 
one  or  more  suitable  rooms  to  be  occupied  as  an  office. 

Providing  Official  Seal. 
Sec.  7.  The  Inspector  shall  cause  to  be  prepared,  and 
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with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  shall  adopt  an  emblematic 
seal  to  be  used  in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 

Relating  to  Proving  Instruments. 

Sec.  8!  The  Inspector  shall  procure  such  accurate  gauges, 
pumps  and  other  testing  apparatus  as  he  may  deem  neces- 
sary, and  cause  proper  arrangements  to  be  made  for  their 
preservation  in  his  office. 

Relating  to  Stationery,  &c. 

Sec.  9.  The  Inspector  shall  procure  suitable  record 
books,  certificate  blanks,  and  other  stationery  needed  for 
the  archives  and  business  of  his  office. 

Registration  of  /Steam- Boilers. 

Sec.  10.  The  user  or  users  of  every  stationary  steam- 
boiler  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall 
within  thirty  days  after  notice  published  in  the  newspapers 
by  the  Inspector,  report  in  writing  to  the  office  of  the 
Inspector,  the  location  of  every  boiler  in  use  by  him  or 
them,  and  the  business  or  pur|}ose  for  which  the  said  boiler 
is  used. 

The  user  or  users  shall  in  like  manner  notify  the  In- 
spector of  any  new  steam-boiler  proposed  to  be  erected  or 
operated,  so  that  the  same  may  be  inspected  before  using. 

Duties  of  Inspector. 

Sec.  11.  The  Inspector  shall  by  himself  or  his  Assist- 
ants personally,  at  least  once  in  every  year,  examine  each 
stationary  steam-boiler  with  reference  to  the  following 
particulars:  1.  The  setting.  2.  The  form  and  construction. 
8.  Thickness  and  kind  of  plates  employed.  4,  Their  ap- 
parent condition  as  regards  imperfections,  wear  or  injury. 
5,  All  new  boilers  hereafter  made  whenever  they  are  con- 
structed m  whole  or  in  part  of  wrought-iron  sheers  riveted 
together,  shall  have  the  maker's  name  and  the  quality  of 
the  materia]  stamped  upon  each  sheet  in  accordance  with 
the  inspection  laws  of  the  United  States  for  steamboats. 

He  shall  also  inspect  the  feeding  apparatus  together  with 
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the  various  attachments  required  to  be  placed  on  the  boilers 
and  their  pipe  connections. 

He  shall  also  test  each  boiler  by  hydrostatic  test,  to  a 
pressure  one-third  (^)  greater  than  that  at  which  the  boiler 
is  to  be  used  as  specified  in  his  certificate.  In  like  manner 
he  is  authorized  at  any  time  to  examine  the  weight  on  the 
lever  of  the  safety-valves  of  any  boiler,  to  see  that  the  "  P" 
or  ball  is  not  of  greater  weight  than  that  authorized  by 
law. 

In  case  the  inspection  prove  satisfactory,  the  Inspector 
shall  furnish  a  certificate  to  that  effect,  which  certificate 
shall  state  the  maximum  pressure  at  which  the  boiler  shall 
be  worked,  and  such  other  conditions  as  he  shall  deem 
essential  to  the  safety  and  competency  of  the  boiler. 

This  certificate  shall  be  signed  by  the  Assistant  Inspector 
by  whom  the  examination  has  been  made,  and  counter- 
signed and  sealed  by  the  Inspector. 

If  at  any  time  the  Inspector  shall  deem  the  Engine-driver 
incompetent  or  unreliable,  he  may  withhold  or  withdraw 
his  certificate. 

Whensoever  upon  inspection  any  boiler  is  found  to  be 
deficient  in  any  regard,  so  that  a  certificate  for  competency 
or  safety  cannot  be  given,  a  written  report  of  the  condition 
of  the  boiler  shall  be  furnished  to  the  user  or  users,  speci- 
fying the  repairs  or  changes  necessary,  which  shall  be 
signed  in  like  manner  to  a  certificate. 

The  Inspector  shall  report  to  a  magistrate,  and  have 
bound  over  for  trial,  any  person  or  persons  who  may  have 
rendered  themselves  liable  by  infraction  of  any  provision 
of  this  ordinance,  as  provided  in  section  4  of  the  act  of 
May  7th,  1864. 

The  Inspector  shall  notify  in  writing  the  user  or  users  of 
any  boiler  that  he  will  within  thirty  days  of  the  date  of  such 
notice,  inspect  the  same,  and  the  user  or  users  may  select  such 
day  for  the  inspection  as  may  be  most  convenient  within  the 
time  so  designated :  Provided,  That  in  the  manufacture  of 
perishable  products  where  loss  might  occur  in  the  stoppage 
of  the  engine,  the  inspection  may  be  made  at  the  time  of 
the  annual  stoppage  for  repairs  of  such  works. 

He  shall,  besides  the  annual  inspection  hereinbefore 
provided,  inspect  the  boilers  of  any  person  or  persons  using 
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the  same,  upon  their  written  application,  at  any  time,  ten 
days  notice  having  been  previously  given. 

The  Inspector  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Mayor  for 
communication  to  Councils,  the  number  of  boilers  ex- 
amined and  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  oflEice ; 
and  annually  the  operations  of  his  of6.ce  during  the  past 
year. 

He  shall  examine  into  the  cause  of  all  disasters  and  ex- 
plosions occurring  to  boilers  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  and  shall  proniptly  report  the  same  to  the 
Mayor  and  Councils. 

Whenever  any  person  claiming  to  be  qualified  to  per- 
form the  duty  of  Engineer  shall  apply  for  a  certificate,  the 
Inspector  shall  examine  the  applicant  and  the  proofs  which 
he  produces  in  support  of  his  claim,  and  if  upon  full  con- 
sideration he  is  satisfied  that  his  character,  habits  of  life, 
knowledge  and  experience  in  the  duties  of  an  Engineer, 
are  all  such  as  to  authorize  the  belief  that  the  applicant  is 
a  suitable  and  safe  person  to  be  intrusted  with  the  powers 
and  duties  of  such  a  station,  he  shall  give  him  a  certificate 
to  that  effect  for  one  year,  signed  by  him,  in  which  certifi- 
cate he  shall  state  the  time  of  the  examination,  and  shall 
assign  the  appointee  to  the  appropriate  class  of  engineers  ; 
and  each  Engineer  licensed  ;is  herein  provided  shall  pay  for 
the  first  certificate  granted  by  the  Inspector  the  sum  of 
three  dollars,  and  for  each  subsequent  certificate  one 
dollar. 

After  the  first  day  of  July,  1868,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  to  employ  or  any  person  to  serve  as  Engineer 
who  is  not  licensed  by  the  Inspector,  and  any  one  so 
offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  one  hundred  dollars  for 
each  offence. 

Attachments  and  Indicators. 

Sec.  12.  There  shall  be  for  each  boiler  or  series  of 
connected  boilers,  at  least,  one  efficient  feeding  apparatus, 
and  in  case  there  is  but  one  such  apparatus  and  it  be 
worked  by  an  engine  employed  for  other  purposes,  this 
feeding  apparatus  shall  be  of  such  character  and  construc- 
tion that  it  can  be  examined  and  repaired  in  all  its  parts 
while  the  engine  is  in  motion. 

Each  boiler  shall  have  upon  it  three  gauge  cocks  and,  in 
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addition    thereto,  some    visible   means   of   indicating   the 
water  level. 

Every  boiler  wben  fired  separately  and  every  set  or 
series  of  boilers  when  placed  over  one  fire  shall  have 
attached  thereto,  "without  the  interposition  of  any  other 
valve,  one  or  more  safety  valves,  the  aggregate  area  of 
which  shall  have  such  relations  to  the  area  of  the  grate 
and  the  pressure  within  the  boiler  as  is  expressed  in 
iSchedule  A,  attached  to  this  ordinance ;  and  every  safety 
valve  shall  have  an  arm  or  bearer  distinctly  notched  and 
marked  with  five  pounds  or  ten  pounds  divisions,  and  shall 
have  but  one  "P"  or  ball  for  a  weight.  The  weight  of 
said  "P"  or  ball  is  to  be  determined  by  the  Inspector,  the 
pounds  and  ounces  of  which  shall  be  stamped  or  plainly 
marked  on  the  weight  and  on  the  lever,  and  a  record  of 
the  same  is  to  be  kept  in  the  oflS.ce  of  the  Inspector  ;  and 
the  arm  shall  not  have  greater  length  than  will  allow  the 
"P"  to  be  placed  so  as  to  produce  on  the  boiler  the  maxi- 
mum pressure  which  the  certificate  authorizes  to  be  carried. 

There  shall  be  for  each  boiler  or  series  of  boilers, 
connected  in  one  range,  at  least  one  good  and  reliable  steam 
pressure  gauge  attached  without  the  intervention  of  any 
valve  except  its  own. 

Every  range  of  boilers  over  one  fire  shall  be  so  con- 
nected by  steam  and  feed  pipes  that  a  uniform  level  of 
water  may  be  maintained  therein. 

Sec.  13.  The  Inspector  or  his  assistants  shall  not  directly 
or  indirectly  be  interested  in  the  manufacture  or  sale  of 
any  of  the  appliances  connected  with  steam-engines  and 
boilers. 

Charges  for  Inspection. 

Skc.  14.  The  charges  for  inspection  which  shall  be  paid 
by  the  user  or  users  of  boilers,  in  use  by  any  single  person, 
firm  or  company  which  may  be  inspected  in  one  inspec- 
tion, shall  be  as  follows,  viz :  for  each  and  every  boiler  the 
sum  of  three  (3)  dollars. 

Salaries. 

Sec.  15.  The  Salary  of  the  Inspector  shall  be  for  the 
time  he  shall  hold  office  at  the  rate  of  two  thousand  (2,000) 
dollars  per  annum.      The  salary  of  each  Assistant  Inspector 
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shall  be  at  the  rate  of  twelve  hundred  (1200)  dollars  per 
anrmm. 

Warrants  and  Moneys. 

Sec.  16.  All  moneys  collected  for  charges  shall  be  paid 
over  to  the  City  Treasurer,  and  the  City  Controller  shall 
audit  the  accounts  annually. 

Warrants  for  payment  of  salaries  and  expenses  shall  be 
drawn  by  the  Mayor  after  being  approved  by  the  Inspector. 

Schedule  A, 

Referred  to  in  Section  12,  of  Ordinance  of  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  for  inspection  of  steam-boilers. 

Least  aggregate  area  of  safety  valve  (being  the  least 
sectional  area  for  the  discharge  of  steam)  to  be  placed 
upon  all  stationary  boilers  with  natural  or  chimney  draft. 
(See  note  "a."

Be  it  enacted  hj  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  CommomoeaUh  of  Pennsi/lvania,  and 
it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia to  grant,  covenant  and  agree  to  and  with  "  The 
Academy    of   Natural   Sciences  of    Philadelphia,"   "The 
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Library  Company  of  Philadelphia,"  "The  American  Philo- 
sophical Society  lield  at  Philadelphia  for  Promoting  Useful 
Knowledge,"  "  The  Academy  of  Fine  Arts  of  Pennsyl- 
vania," "The  Franklin  Institute  of  Philadelphia,"  or  other 
kindred  or  like  Associations,  incorporated  for  the  diffusion 
of  useful  knowledge,  and  their  successors,  and  for  the  said 
Institutions  to  accept  grants  from  said  City,  and  make  all 
proper  covenants  for  the  regulation,  occu[)ation  and  erection 
of  permanent  buildings  on  portions  or  the  whole  of  Penn 
Square,  in  said  City,  either  at  one  or  successive  times,  as  said 
parties  may  agree,  to  be  held,  used  and  enjoyed  by  the  said 
corporate  bodies  only  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  have 
been  respectively  incorporated,  or  may  be  incorporated,  by 
amendments  to  their  charters,  under  the  laws  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, having  for  their  objects  the  promotion  of 
learning,  science,  knowledge  and  virtue  among  the  people 
thereof:  Provided,  That  such  corporations  shall  never  alien 
their  said  buildings,  or  said  granted  premises,  or  devote 
tbem  to  other  objects  than  as  aforesaid,  except  as  they  ma}'- 
underlet  or  lease  for  term  of  years  portions  of  their  build- 
ings to  others,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  statute,  for 
any  purposes  specified  by  the  donor  as  recited  in  the  Pre- 
amble to  this  Act,  and  for  objects  consistent  with  the  pur- 
poses of  said  Institutions,  and  having  in  view  the  diffusion 
of  useful  knowledge;  and  all  rents  which  shall  bo  received 
by  said  Institutions  shall  be  devoted  and  used  only  to  and 
for  the  purposes  for  which  they  have  been  or  may  be  in- 
corporated as  aforesaid :  And  provided  further,  That  the 
benefits  to  be  derived  from  these  Institutions  in  pursuance 
of  the  purpose  or  purposes  herein  expressed,  and  for  which 
this  grant  is  made,  shall  be  enjoyed  free  and  unrestricted 
by  the  people  of  Philadelphia. 

Sec.  2.  If  any  of  said  Institutions  should  fail  to  carry 
into  effect  the  purposes  of  the  grants  to  or  covenants  made 
by  them  respectively  with  the  said  City,  or  desire  at  any 
time  to  surrender  the  possession  of  the  premises  granted 
and  allotted  to  them,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  City  to 
accept  a  surrender  of  such  premises,  and  to  grant  and  re- 
grant  such  premises  and  every  part  of  said  square  to  other 
institutions  for  the  same  or  like  purpose  or  purposes  here- 
inbefore expressed,  and  to  and  for  any  object  specified  as 
aforesaid  by  the  donor,  and  not  otherwise. 
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Sec.  3.  And  should  any  institution  or  corporation,  to 
whom  grants  of  the  use  of  said  square,  or  any  part  thereof, 
shall  have  been  made  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  public 
usefulness,  as  aforesaid,  make  default  and  fail  to  fulfil  the 
intention  of  the  grant,  or  abuse  their  rights  and  privileges, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  proceed 
by  bill  in  equity,  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania, 
to  obtain  such  decree  as  may  effect  a  correction  of  any 
abuse  or  diversion  of  the  hereby  authorized  use;  and  also, 
if  the  circumstances,  in  the  opinion  of  said  Court,  shall  re- 
quire it,  to  decree  a  forfeiture  of  the  grant  and  a  restoration 
of  the  premises  to  the  possession  of  said  City  upon  such 
terms  as  may  be  just  and  equitable  between  the  parties ; 
and  thereupon  the  said  City  may  hold  or  re-grant  such 
premises  for  any  purpose  or  purposes  authorized  by  this 
Act.

tract  of  land  mentioned  in  the  Ordinance  to  which  this  is  a 
supplement,  in  the  same  form  and  substance  as  the  printed 
form  of  lease  heretofore  authorized  by  Councils  for  coal 
lands  in  Schuylkill  county,  with  the  following  changes  and 
modifications  thereof,  viz : 

In  lieu  of  article  first,  as  it  is  contained  in  the  said 
printed  form,  there  shall  be  inserted  the  following,  viz : 

First,  the  said  City  of  Philadelphia,  Trustee  as  aforesaid, 
hereby  leases  to  the  party  of  the  second  part  the  right  to 
mine,  dig  and  carry  away,  as  the  property  of  the  said  party 
of  the  second  part,  the  coal  below  water  level  on,  in  and 
from  a  certain  tract  of  land  known   as  in   the  warrantee 
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names  of  Robert  Ililtzheimer,  William  Shannon,  and 
George  Beckham,  in  Conyngbam  township,  Columbia 
county,  and  Butler  township,  in  Schuylkill  county,  Penn- 
sylvania, bounded  as  more  lully  set  forth  and  described  in 
the  plan  hereto  annexed  for  the  term  of  five  years  from 
the  date  hereof,  and  now  mined  above  water  level  by  the 
Continental  Coal  Company :  Provided,  That  the  said 
lessee  shall  not  in  any  way  interfere  with  the  above  water 
level  workings  of  the  said  Continental  Coal  Company  with- 
out their  approval  during  the  remainder  of  their  term  of 
lease. 

In  lieu  of  article  third,  as  it  is  contained  in  the  said 
printed  form,  there  shall  be  inserted  the  following,  viz: 

Third,  The  said  lessee  hereby  agrees  that  he  will  at

That  he  will  pro- 
vide said  slope  v^ith  such  engines,  machinery,  and  fixtures, 
as  shall  in  the  opinion  of  said  agent  be  competent  to  venti- 
late the  mine,  to  raise  to  the  surface  all  the  water  that 
may  accumulate  in  the  said  slope,  and  in  the  gangways 
that  may  be  driven  therefrom,  and  of  hoisting  at  least  two 
hundred  tons  of  merchantable  coal  per  day.  .  That  he  will 
erect  an  enginediouse  for  the  protection  of  t'lie  engines  and 
the  machinery  located  upon  the  surface,  and  will  construct 
the  railroad  from  the  slope  to  the  breaker — that  he  shall 
and  will  work  the  mine  so  opened  in  the  most  approved 
way  of  modern  mining,  with  due  regard  to  developing  the 
several  veins  worked,  driving  proper  gangways,  laying
